the Legislature to oppose the estab- 
lishment of new counties, yet in this 
case there seems to be a necessity 
which the Legislators regard as an 
exception. The name of the  pro- 
posed new county was first Jefferson, 
but Mr. Murphy, of Sampson, offered 
an amendment which was adopted, 
changing the name to Lillington, in 
honor of one of the most distinguish- 
ed NATIVES of the Cape Fear section 
of North Carolina.

THIRTY-FIRST DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


TUESDAY, Jan. 13, 1874. 


The Senate met promptly at 12 
o'clock, Liet. Gov. Brogden in the 
Chair. 

The Journal of yesterday was read 
and approved, 

Introduction of Petitions and Bilis. 


_By Mr. Ellis, of Columbus, a peti- 
tion from citizens of Columbus coun- 
ty, praying an appropriation of funds 
to build roads and bridges in that 
county. Referred. 

By Mabson, col., a petition from 
one thousand citizens of the county 
of New Hanover, protesting against 
the passage of a bill to form the new 
county of Jefferson. Referred. 

By Mr. Cramer, a petition from cit- 
izens Of Davidson county, in relation 
to a local prohibi liquor law for 
Reid’s Church, Davidson county. Re- 
ferred. 

By Mr. Ellis, of Columbus, a peti- 
tion from citizens of Columbus coun- 
ty, asking a local prohibitory liquor 
law for said county. Referred. 

By Mr. Ellis, of Columbus, a bill 
toamend title 11, chapter 1, section 
256 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
Referred. 

By the same, a bill to amend title 
9%, chapter 4 of the Cede of Civil Pro- 
cedure. Referred. 

Calendar. 


The bill presented by Mr. More- 
head, of Guilford, yesterday to amend 
an act amending the charter of the 
North Carolina Railroad was taken 
up. 

Mr. Allen stated that as he inter- 
posed the passage of the bill on yes- 
terday in order to satisfy himself in 
regard to the parliamentary law on 
the subject, he would now with- 
his objection and vote for the 

vill. 

Under a suspension of the rules the 
bill passed it readings. (The bill 
only corrects a clerical error where 
the words ‘‘not exceeding”’ tifty dol- 
lars per share, in the 9th section, was 
erroneously left out.) 

Lhe bill to authorize the establish- 
ment of free public schools in towns 
and cities of more than two thousand 
inhabitants, taken up on its third 
reading. 

Mr. Cunningham moved to amend 
by striking out one-fourth and insert- 
ing one-eighth, referring to the tax 
levy on real estate. 

Mr. McCauley offered an amend- 
ment, providing that property own- 
ers only be qualified voters, and on 
the ballot the voter’s name be written 
with the assessed value of their real 
estate thereon, and in determining 
the result each ticket shall be coun- 
ted one vote and also one vote for 
every three hundred dollars worth of 
propertly. 

Mr MeCauley  advoeated his 
as essential to the bill 
Which, if passed in its present shape, 
Would be the establishinent of a dan- 
verous precedent. dle replied at 
siceravle length to the argument ad- 
vanced by a Seuator before Lhe recess, 
that the amendment was un- 
constitutional He referred to that 
instrument and readseveral clauses to 
sustain his position. 

Mr. Avera movedto lay the bill on 
the table, but withdrew his motion at 
the request of the friends of the bill. 

Harriss, col., opposed the amend-— 
ment offered by Mr. McCauley as 
defeating the objects of the bill. He 
referred to the operations of sucha 
law in Virginia, Maryland, Teunes- 
see and Georgia, Where it had proven 
highly beneficial to the prosperity of 
the towns and cities Where they had 
been established. As reyards the 
constitutionality of the bill, he relied 
upon the able judgment and opinion 
of Hons. W. H. and K. P. Battle, 
Judge Fowle and other eminent 
jurists and lawyers, of this city, who 
prepared the bill now under con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Gudger still thought the bill 
unconstitutional, and would vote 
against it. 

Mr. Worth opposed the bill on ae- 
count of the Peabody clause contained 
therein. 

Mr. Ellis, of Columbus, said he was 
amember of the Educational Com- 
mittee, before whom the bill was 
carefully considered, and that Com- 
mittee was unanimously for its pas- 
sage. The question of its constitu- 
tionality was fully discussed, and he 
was satisfied that the bill should 
pass. 

Mr. Avera renewed his motion to 
lay on the table, and called the yeas 
and hays. 

The motion prevailed by a vote of 
21 yeas to 1o Nays. 

Before the vote was announced, 
Mr. Waring changed his vote from 
the negative to the affirmative, 
which he stated was for the purpose 
of moving a reconsideration of the 
vote. 

On the announcement of the vote, 
Mr. Waring made his motion to re- 
consider the vote to table, and 
postpone further action thereon till 
fuesday next; stating fully his posi- 
tion on the bill; that he was opposed 
to the amendment of Mr. McCauley, 
and favored its passage, guarded by 
Mr. Cunningham’s amendment. 

Mr. King moved to table Mr. War- 
inz’s motion to reconsider, which, 
after a skirmishing debate, failed by 
21 ayes and 15 nays, and Mr. War- 
ings motion prevailed. 

By leave, Mr. Humphrey intro- 
duced the following bills: 

An act to amend chapter 33 of Bat- 
tie’s Revisal entitled crimes and pun- 
ishments. 

An act to amend chapter 33, enti- 
tled criminal proceedings. 

On his motion the bills were or- 
dered to be printed. 

At 1 o’clock the bill to lay off and 
establish the new county of Jefferson 
sem up as the Special Order for that 
10ur. 

Mr. Murphy offered an amendment 
to strike out the name of Jefferson 
and insert in its stead Lillington, pay- 
ing a handsome eulogy tothat distin- 
guished North Carolinian of that 
name, The amendment was adopted, 
when Mr. Murphy continued his re- 
marks at considerable length in favor 
of the passage of the bill as just to 
the large number of esaiile citi- 
zens who had petitioned this General 
Assembly for the new county. 

Mabson, col., opposed the bill, and 
presented counter-petitions which 
were read by the Clerk. 


Messrs. Allen, Eliis, of Columbus, 
and Avera advocated the bill. 


The previous question, being called 
the bill passed its second reading by 


26 yeas to 6 nays. 


n motion ef Mr. Allen, the third 
reading of thé bill was made the Spe- 
cial Order for to-morrow at 11) o’c!oek. 

Adjourned.

met at 10} o’clock. The proceedings

State vs. Henry Brown. Larceny.

Scott, one of 
the defendant’s witnesses, was called

In the case of the State vs. Allen 
MePherson rnd Henry Williams, 
convicted of burglary on Saturday. 
Gen, Cox, Solicitor, for the State, 
prayed the judgment of the Court. 

Mr. Purnell, of the defendant’s 
counsel, madea motion for a new trial 
on the ground that the.e was no bur- 
glarous breaking into the house, but 
the motion was overruled by His 
Honor, who proceeded to pass the 
sentence of the law as follows: 

*“*You have been indicted, tried and 
convicted of a capital fellony ; a jury 
of your own selection say by their 
verdict, that on and about half past 
12 o’clock, on the morning of the 2nd 
of January, the present month,.you 
burglariously entered the mansion 
house of Decatur C. Murry, a citizen 
of this county, and took therefrom 
several articles of value. On the trial 
you were ably defended by counsel 
that was assigned you under a gener- 
ous provision of our Constitution. 
Every position, both of law and facts, 
that could be taken, was used in your 
behalf. The Court, fully conscious 
of the vast responsibility resting up- 
on it, andever tender and timid in 
regard to human life, that which we 
cannot give, put your case in as favor- 
able a light before the jury as the law 
ot the case would allow, and they, 
holding evenly ballanced the golden 
scales of justice, under the solemn 
sanctions of their oaths, say that you 
are guilty of burglary beyond any 
reasonable doubt.

THE JOHN WESLEY PILES 
MYSTERY. 
INVESTIGATION BEFORE THE 
MAYOR. 

The Affair Stil! Clouded in a My-se 
tery. 


Doubtless our readers have forgot- 
ten the brief local notice about the 
29th of December, concerning the 
mysterious disappearance of John 
Wesley Piles a young man living 
about five miles from this city in the 
neighborhood of Rogers’ Mill, on 
Crabtree Creek, and we therefore 
restate the circumstances connected 
with the mystery. On Christmas 
day a shooting match came off at the 
store of Mr. Juno. Davis, near Rogers’ 
Mill, about five miles from this city, 
which was attended by about, thirt 
young men of the neighborhood, 
among the number a young man by 
the name of Jolin Wesley Piles. 
After the shooting, the party gener- 
ally, indulged in liquid refreshments 
tosuch an extentasto put allona 
spree. During the afternoon a quar- 
rel occurred between a young man 
by the name of Edward Finch and 
Piles, but was amicably settled by 
the interposition of friends. 

Later in the afternoon, Piles left 
the store in company with Duke 
Emory, both being very drunk, 
sinee which time Piles has not been 
seen or heard of. Piles had been 
working in the employ of Mr. Emo- 
ry, and lived with him on very good 
terms. Mr. Emory being drunk, 
knew nothing more than that himself 
and Pilesstarted home together. The 
disappearance of Piles created quite a 
sensation in the neighborhood, and as 
it was said that he was last seen in the 
neighborhood of Rogers’ ,mill-pond, 
the neighbors proceeded to drag the 

nd and finally turned offthe water. 

elieving that he had been murdered 
and thrown in the pond. Failing to 
diseover his body,a diligent search 
was made through the woods and at 
every point for his body, but no signs 
or trace of it could be found. Rumors 
that he had been murdered tlew thick 
and fast through the neighborhood ; 
parties were suspected of being guil- 
ty of the foul crime, and finally it 
was determined to arrest those suspec- 
ted and have a fullinvestigation. 

Aceordingly, on Monday Duke 
Emory, Edward Finch and Charles 
Stallings were arrested as the sus- 
pected parties, me on yesterday the 
investigation took place before his 


~~ Mayor Whitaker, acting as 
Twenty-five witnesses, principally 
the persons assembled at Davis’ Store 
on the day of Piles’ disappearance, 
were summoned, and each gave in 
their testimony without hearing 
what the previous witness stated, be- 
ing separated. 

Maj. A. M. Lewis appeared for the 
defendants, and assisted the Mayor 
in the examination of the witnesses. 

The evidence failed to bring out 
any facts that would even admit of a 
probability of the guilt of the par- 
ties suspected by the foul tongue of 
Madame Rumor, and they were hon- 
orably discharged. 

This clouds the whole affair in a 
still deeper mystery, and it is doubt- 
ful that the fate of John Wesley Piles 
will ever come to light. 

Piles was quite a young man, of 
generally sober habits and of good 
character. He leaves an aged mother 
and two sisters that were dependent 
upon his labor for a support. 

We may state that the opinion pre- 
vails with some in his neighborhood 
that he has absconded on aecount of 
some private and personal difficul- 
ties, Known only by a select few, 
— we believe this very improb- 
able.

The Virginia Senatorial Contest 
Over.

Krom the bright galaxy of names 
brought before the caucus, no better 
selection could have been made, and 
while other candidates had warm 
friends, every true Virginian will re- 
joice at the result. 


Refusing to Heed the Appeal of 
the Orphans. 

The Constitution imposes the duty 
upon the General Assembly of 
making suitable provision for the or- 
phans of the State. 

it requires the Legislature to erect 
ohne or more orphan houses at the 
public expense. 

his latter expense is saved to the 
State, however, through the liberality 
of the Grand Lodge of Masons, and 
a magnificent building, situated at 
Oxford, has been offered free to all the 
indigent orphans of the State. 

In that building there have al- 
ready been coliected over one hun- 
dred destitute boys and girls, who 
are supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. 

The General Assembly has not 
given one dollar for the maintenance 
of these orphan children. 

A bill was introduced in the Sen- 
uie, before the recess, asking for an 
appropriation not to exceed six thou- 
sand dollars for the support of the 
Oxford Orphan Asylum, Instead of 
promptly voting the small pittauce 
asked for, the Legislature refused to 
heed the famishing ery of the orphan 
for bread, although the Constitution 
of the State imposes that duty upon 
the members. 


Grant Declines to Send Troops 
to Texas. 

At the late election in Texas, Judge 
CoKE, the Democratie candidate, re- 
ceived about fifty thousand majority. 
His opponent was Goy. DAvis, the 
present Radical incumbent. 

After the bill ordering the election 
was passed by the Legislature, Gov. 
DAvis issued his proclamation, noti- 
fying the suffragans of the State. 
He was nominated by the Radical 
Convention as their candidate for 
Giovernor, and as such entered the 
field and made a thorough canvass of 
the State with his opponent. 

After the election was over, DAVIS 
found himself overwhelmingly de- 
feated, and his party routed, horse, 
foot and dragoons. In the midst of 
his discomfiture, he goes to work for 
the purpose of annulling the popular 
verdict and setting aside the election. 
Seeing what had been done in the 
neighboring State of Louisiana by 
DURELL and PINCHBACK, he has 
been endeavoring to stir up a little 
war of his own in Texas, trusting to 
receive the endorsement and support 
of the Administration at Washing- 
ton. Since his defeat he has 
made the discovery that the 
election Was uneonstitutional and 
void, and he has appealed to 
the (Courts to keep him in oflice— 
although the people have turned him 
out by fifty thousand majority. And 
the Radical Supreme Court of Texas 
has come to his relief. Upon a case 
before it, that Court decided that the 
State Constitution provides that the 
polls be kept open for four days, and 
as the bill under which the recent 
election was held only allowed one 
day, the election is unconstitutional 
and a nullity. 7 

Apprehending that the people of 
Texas would not submit quietly in 
seeing the popular verdict set aside 
upon amere technicality, Governor 
Davisa few days since applied to 
President GRANT for United States 
troops to preyent violence. 

On yesterday we published the 
President’s reply by telegraph, refus- 
ing DAvis’ requisition on the ground 
that the call was not made in accor- 
dance with the Constitution of the 
Unitee States. The President then 
adds these significant words for Gov. 
Davis’ benefit: 

‘The act of the Legislature of Tex. 
as, providing for the recent election, 
having received your approval, and 
both political parties having made 
nominations, and having conducted 
a political campaign under its pro- 
visions, would it not be prudent as 
well as right to yield to the verdict of 
i.e people as expressed by their bal- 
lots 

This is a wise suggestion from the 
President, and Goy. DAvts should 
act accordingly. There are many 
acts of the Radical Administration 
which we have condemned and de- 
nounced, but when we see the Presi- 
dent disposed to do right, we deem it 
our duty tocommend his course and 
io give him credit therefor. His tel- 
egramto Davis must be a stinging 
rebuke to that official, and we doubt 
not it will call forth universal ape 


proval from the Democratic press of 
the country.

Elsewhere throughout the country, 
the Democratie party is rapidly re- 
gaining strength and marching on in 
serried ranks, with uplifted banners, 
to meet its political opponents. 

The power of Radicalism is broken 
in the great West, and on Monday 
for the first time in twenty years, a 
Democratic Governor was installed 
in the State of Ohio, with all the 
pomp and circumstance befitting the 
imposing occasion. A few dayssince 
Virginia’s gallant son, JAMES LAW- 
soN KEMPER, in taking the chair of 
State, to which he had been elected 
by a glorious majority of twenty-five 
thousand votes, spoke with the voice 
of a Democratie statesman and pa- 
triot in his inaugural address, and 
his utterances have been re-echoed 
and endorsed by the enlightened 
sentiment of the whole country. 

The revolt in the Radical camp is 
unmistakable and will soon be wide- 
spread, and powerful, and irresisti- 
ble. 

The President of the United States 
nolonger rules with the sceptre of un- 
questioned power, and American Ce- 
garism seems destined to die in its 
chrysalid state-—-withoul the hope of 
resurrection in our day and genera- 
tion at least. 

In other States, our political friends 
are in the finest possible spirits. If 
the disintegration in the Radical 
ranks shall continue, the country 
will have the satisfaction of behold- 
ing in the next Presidential chaira 
THURMAN, or a HENDRICKS, or some 
pure Democratic statesman, sur- 
rounded by aCabinet of learned and 
experienced counsellors, and a House 
of Representatives insympathy with 
the principles of the Constitution 
and the rights of the States. The 
signs of the times give us good 
grounds to hope for this auspicious 
result. 

But how stands it with our party 
in North Carolina? Are the oppo- 
nents of Radicalism tirm and united, 


and determined on victory? Where 
are our spokesmen and leaders ? 
W here is our organization? Whatis 


our Iexecutive Committee doing in 
behalf of the interests of the party? 
W hat is the Conservative Legislature 
doing? Are we to make any fight at 
all, or shall we carry on a zealous, 
vigorous, offensive campaign ? These 
questions should be determined at 
once. 

Look at Ohio. When Goy. ALLEN 
was nominated, there were discord 
and dissatisfaction in our party, and 
from all over the State came the 
gloomy tidings that there was no 
hope for our success. A handful of 
determined Democrats, headed by 
Senator THURMAN, laid down their 
plan of battle, and fought the enemy 
throughout unceasingly, in the face 
of opposition and treachery in our 
own camp, and with a majority of 
over forty thousand against us. But 
our friends with all these odds against 
them won the fight. Wm. ALLEN, 
the Democratic candidate, was elect- 
ed Governor, and the Democrats 
carried the Legislature by nineteen 
majority on joint ballot—thus insur- 
ing the election of a Democratic 
United States Senator. 

This should encourage us, in North 
Carolina, to abate nota jot or tittle 
of our efforts to entirely overthrow 
Radicalism and to redeem our State 
in its every department from its 
blighting influence. 

Watchman, what of the night in 
North Carolina? Are there malcon- 
tents and marplots in the path to our 
success ? Are there disorganizers and 
grumblers? Do personal feuds and 
animosities block the avenues and 
hinder the march of our forces? Are 
the interests of the State, the bar- 
mony of the party, and the success of 
our principles to be subordinated to 
individual bieckerings and constant 
individual brawls? Has the Con- 
servative party no higher duty than 
to stand idly by, with folded hands, 
and listen to personal plaints and re- 
pinings, and censure of those who 
profess the same faith and bow at the 
same political shrine?

the markets. 


at the sources sustaining 


The crisis has not passed. The 


storm has abated somewhat, but the 


winds and waves are still too high for 
the crippled ship to repair at once 
and move onward again as rapidly as 
she was moving before. Men have 
become accustomed in some degree to 
the money stringency, just as they 
may become, and do become, accus- 
tomed to other hardships ; and they 
are making the best of the circum- 
stances they are unable to control. 
But there is no such real improve- 
ment as to begin to bring an assur- 
ance that all is as well as it was be- 
fore the financial troubles fell upon 
the country about four months ago. 
The quantity of currency 1s une- 
qual to the demands of trade ; and as 
long as this is so, though the panic 
may have passed, the crisis will con- 
tinue. Congress is moving too slow- 
ly in this matter. It is the great 
question of the business of the coun- 
try. The people expected immediate 
action, and they are impatient under 
the protracted delay. 

This state of things must have an 
end, and the sooner it is ended the 
better. It is impossible for the trade 
of the country to continue much 
longer in this comparatively coma- 
tose condition without most serious 
results, reaching the hearths and 
hearts of tens of thousands of men, 
women and children now comforta- 
ble and happy. It is unnatural for 
the channels of commerce to be thus 
obstructed for the want of a suffi- 
ciency of the medium of exchange. 
Stagnation of trade must soon exhale 
a poisonous commercial miasma. 
There must be relief, and Congress 
can give it. 

The country is as rich in real re- 
sources of wealth, and strength, and 
prosperity as it has been for years 
past. But the trouble is, there is not 
money enough in circulation for the 
great business necessities of the times. 
The financial ‘“problem’’ will be 
solved soon, we hope, and when it is, 
the solution will be so simple, we 
suspect, as to astonish those who have 
been looking upon it as too intricate 
for the comprehension of ordinary 
men. 

Let us have quick work in Con- 
vress on this question. The country 
demands it.

New York, Jan. 18.—The Com- 

inittee of Safety has adopted a resolu- 

tion declining to aecept the pernits- 
sion of the societies to parade to-day 


nnd abandoning their own pro- 
eramme. Another Committee has 


obtained the consent of the Mayor to 
address the meeting of the unem- 
ployed in Union square, — 
This morning a fire occurred ina 
brick building, No. 24, East 60 street, 
the flames spread with great rapidi- 
iy. It being known that a nuinber 
of persons were in the house a second 
and third alarm was sent out, and in 
a sbort time a large number were on 
the spot. Every device was resorted 
io reach the oceupants, but firemen 
were driven off atevery point by the 
flames. Mr. Jacob Stiner, one of the 
well known tea merchants of this 
city, jumped from one of the back 
windows of the second story, and 
was found in the yard a burnt and 
mangled corpse. A servant girl by 
the name of Mary McGuire 
was also found in the yard 
with both legs broken, she was car- 
ried to the hospital, and but very lit- 
tle hopes are entertained of her recoy- 
ery. The ftiremen,in searching the 
building, found the dead body of Mrs. 
Stiner and her daughter, who were 


smothered in their rooms. The

The loss is es- 
timated at 319,000 and fully insured.

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 138.—Upon 
the re-assembling of the caucus this 
morning, a rule was adopted to drop 
the lowest name on each ballot, and 
allow no re-nomination ; and further, 
requiring that all nominations be 
made before the first ballot.

AUSTIN, TEXAS, Jan. 18.— Whereas 
the Supreme Court of the State has 
in a recent decision, declared the 
recent elections held on the second 
day of December, 1873, in substance 
to be invalid, by reason of unconsti- 
tutionality of the law under which 
said election was held, and whereas 
as great public injury and further 
dangerous complications of public af- 
fairs are likely to result from any at- 
tempt on the part of those claiming 
tohave been chosen as members of 
the Legislature, and other officers of

All good 
citizens are advised to abide by the 
decision of the competent tribunal, 
and aid in maintaining public order 
and moderate counsels.

SENATE—The House bill filling the 
vaecaniies in the Smithsonian board of 
Regents passed. The Senate ap- 
pointed Sargent, of California, metm- 
ber of the board. 

Speeches on finance followed, when 
the death of James Brooks was an- 
nounced. <Atter eulogies the Senate 
adjourned without an executive ses- 
sion. 

Hovsr—Two thousand seamen peti- 
tion tor the repeal of the shipping 
act. 

The Educational Bill was postponed 
to Mareh. Dawes hoped by then the 
receipts of the Government from Im- 
ereased trade woutd justify the ex- 


penditure required by the provision 
bill. The motion tabling the bill was 


lost by 109 to 155. 

Naval appropriation resumed. 

The Salary Bill as passed by the 
Senate, passed the House by 226 to 2, 
and now goes to the President. 

Ajourned., 

It was supposed yesterday after- 
noon when Senator moyed 
that the Senate go into executive 
session, that it was with the intention 
of acting on the nomination of Caleb 
Cushing to be Ceief Justice of the 
United States. Senator Ed- 
munds, who is Chairman of the 
Committee on the Judiciary 
having reported favorably on the 
nomination the same day, it was sent 
to the Senate by the President. The 
motions made for adjournment by 
Senator Sargent and carried, Was re- 
earded as unfavorable to the nomina- 
tion. Some of the Senators, however, 
voted for the adjournment on account 
of the lateness of the hour, it being 
half past 4 0’clock, while the larger 
number did not care formally to enter 
upon the consideration of the subject 
until the time should be afforded 
for further individual examination 
into the entire question. The caucus 
of Republican Senators this morning 
was called especially to exchange 
views relative to the nomination, 
when it was discovered that the op- 
position to it was much greater than 
Was supposed, even by those who 


had made their minds to 
vote in the negative on the 
question of confirmation. The 


meeting of the Senate at noon inter- 
rupted further proceedings of the 
eaucus, but after an early adjourn- 
ment the session of the Caucuses was 
resumed where Senators Edmond, 
Conkling and Boutwell advocated 
the confirmation of Caleb Cushing. 
These were his principal advocates, 
but those whospoke on the other 
side were far more numercus, and 
before the discussion ended it was 
disavowed that the nominves friends 
were in the minority. Finally the 
gentlemen whose hames are above 
mentioned seemed to yield to the 
views of the majority, as the best in- 
dieation of the views of the Senators. 
It can be positively stated that the 
members of the Committee on the 
Judiciary were requested to) Wait 
upon the President in reference to 
the nomination. Although = they 
were not favorably instructed, it Was 
the general understanding that they 
should represent to him the feeling 
and views of the republican Senators 
upon the subject as adverse to the 
nomination. The opinion therefore 
prevails among them that the Presi- 
denton hearing the statement will 
withdraw the nomination. ‘The ob- 
jections urged to Caleb Cushing did 
not affect his legal qualifications for 
the position—but were based princi- 
pally on his political principles here- 
tofore declared in his official acts 
which were considered as not being 
in accord with those entertained by 
the republican party, Senators ex- 
pressed their views with much ani- 
mation and with a positiveness 
which showed a deep seated oppo- 
sition to the nomination. 


FROM NEW YORK. 


The Unemployed Workingmen 
Procession—Kiotous Scenes—Offi- 
cers Kesisted—a Man Strikes an 
Officer Becaure He is Desperate 
from Becoming 
Quiet. 

NEW York, Jan. 13th.— Yesterday 
the Park Commissions having con- 
trol of Tompkin’s Square withdrew 
their permit previously granted to 
the workingmen to hold a meeting 
there this morning, and requested 
the Police Commissioners to prevent 
the projected meeting being held. A 
large number of unemployed men 
mainly congregated in squads, A 
few hundred each gathered in the 
square apparently waiting the arrival 
ot other bands and their leaders that 
the meeting might be organized. 

Police Commissioner Durea was 
in the locality and went to the 17th 
precinct station, from whence he soon 
issued with 22 policemen under the 
eommand of Captain Walsh and 
Sergeant Berthold. They marched 
to Tompkin’s Square and divided 
into two parties, the Captain com- 
manding one body and the Sergeant 
the other. Sergeant Berthold moved 
an ugly looking crowd having a ban- 
ner inscribed with the Tenth Ward 
Association. Headvised them to re- 
tire in peace and not to give occasion 
for disturbance. He was answered 
by a tall fellow of military aspect, 
who appeared to be leader, calling 
upon the men of the Association to 
stand firm, and they did. The officer 

ralking, by this time come in front 

of the leader, who refused to move 
back, and the twoengaged in a strug- 
gle. The Sergeant stepped quickly 
to assist the officer, but was met by a 
little hungry looking person named 
Mercer, who struck him on the tem- 
ple with a heavy carpenter’s hammer, 
Blood flowed freely from the 
wound. Mercer was at onee 
knocked senseless, and a general 
and vigorous clubbing began, out of 
which the officers came victorious, 
bearing with them a number of pris- 
oners. When Mercer was asked at 
the station by Sergeant Berthold 
why he struck him, he answered 
because Holflicher, their leader, told 
him to strike any policeman that in- 
terfered. Besides, said the prisoner, 
Iwas without food, and I am des- 
perate. At the chief precinct a large 
number of police was held in readi- 
ness, a man in the crowd has a com- 
munist flag, but he did not get time 
to unfurl it. 

‘The Mayor was at police headquar- 
ters up to noon, where he came down 
to his office and said he would not 
address the workingmen. First ave- 
nue continued crowded up to one 
o’clock, the workingmen from time 
to time, paraded two deep along the 
sidewalk, but did not venture into 
the square. The adjoining streets 
and avenues are crowded with peo- 


| 


ple who fear to venture into the first | 


avenue. Although the avenue is so 
full of people, there is no oye | or 
less order, and the police say the loss 
the rioters got this morning will 
have a wholesome effect. 


More Rallroad Strikes. 
MANCHESTER. N. J., Jan, 
vineers on the New Jersey Southern 
Railréad quit work last evening. All 
of the new engines are here. ‘There 
is no disturbanees, but the strikers 
seem determined to hold out. There 
are no trains running on the road. 

LATER.—The strike has extended 
to the train and track hands on the 
Southern Railroad. The locomotives 
are all in the shops here, but are 
partly disconnected and cannot be 
taken out. The track was also torn 
up in different places, thus prevent- 
ing trains from running. No distur- 
banees are reported.
